waa arrested on a charge of contempt o 
court. The Populists at once rallie 
forcibly and released him ami escortei 
him to the Governor's office. 


During the conflict two Republican 


were knocked down and several men on 
each side were badly bruised by blows o 
fiats. The encounter occurred in tho 
very center ol the city, aud created the 
greatest excitement. 


Later Rich was triumphntly eacorti 


nto the ball of tho houeo of representa- 
•cives. His appearance in the hall wag 
greeted with cheers and the clapping ol 
hands. 


The following preamble and resolution 


were adopted: 


Whereas, An an attempt has been 


made to arrest the chief clerk of this 
house by an organized mob, calling 
themselves Republican representatives, 
but which we believe are iu reality tho 
Santa Fe railroad; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That we the legally organ- 


ized and constitutional house of repro- 


' sentatives proclaim to the state.of Kan- 


Has that tbe mob ,.waa foiled and 
flag's itill there." 


Later.—The Republicans have sworn 


out warrants before Justice Chesoey 
charging Representative Ryan and the 
reading clerk with assault and battery. 
A constable appeared in the hall to ar- 
rest them, but Ryan consulted with his 
friends and announced tbst he would 
neither go with the constable nor give 
bonds for bis appearance, when the con* 
arable announced that he would make 
the arreaf, even if he bad to summon a 
poBae. 


The constable finding that an attempt 


to make an arrest while such great ex- 
citement 
prevailed might precipitate 


serious trouble made no attempt to f»rve 
the warrants, and will not until tomor- 
row and may not then unless tbe situa- 
tion ca'raH down materially. 


The Republicans, however, are ()ofer- 


miiied to effect the arrest of Populist 
Clerk Rich, and the Populists are 
determined to defend him ag-tinat a Test.

A special dispatch to the Examiner 


says: 


Governor Markbam today issued a par- 


don to John Moore, convicted of rob- 
bery iu 18S8, and sentenced to ten years* 
imprisonment. 


Moore baa but a few months to live, 


and h'b case IB a moet interesting one. 


In 18S7 Henry Hfialty was walking 


along the railroad track ia the town of 
Fresno at a late hour at night when he 
was approached by throe men. One ol 
ihetc hit Healoy on the head with some 
blunt instrument, knocking him insensi 
ble. They then rifled his pockets. He 
reported the matter to the authorities 
the next morning, and three men, John 
Moore, Thomas Fatteraon and one Kelly 
were arrested and charged with the 
crime. 


Moore pleaded guilty to robbery, bnt 


claimed that Henley waa knocked down 
by Kelly, who left the unconscious man 
lying between the rails, where he would 
be mangled beyond recognition by the 
next passing train. Prompted by humane 
feelings Moore returned and. lifted tbe 
Hmp and bleeding form Irom between the 
rails and deposited it in a place of eafety. 
tn doin» this his clothes became co?e <1 
with blood and this circumstantial evi- 
dence led to bis apprehension. 


Patterson and Kelly escaped and Moore 


wns sent to San Qnentin for a term of 
ten years, although it was shown at the 
trial that he waa a hard-working man | 
md had always been looked upon aa a 
law-abiding citizen. 


Afterward District Attorney Keel H. 


Terry filed an information against Pat- 
;ereon for robbery. 
He was apnro- 


hended iii the southern portion of the 
state, and ou the testimony of Moore, 
who was taken Irom San Q'lention for 
:hat purpose, waa Bent up for twenty-five 
rears. He was afterward killed while 
ittemptintt to escape. 


Some months ago friends of Mooro 


:ried to eecnre hia pardon on the ground 
hat he could live but a short time, ba- 
ng ia ths last stage of consumption, and 
m the further ground that he had al- 
•eady server! tho most of hia ten yeara' 
lentence. The board of prison directors, 
lowever, refused to recominand his peti- 
ion to the governor. Within the last 
two weeks hia case became very critical, 
and tbe attending physician, Dr. Maus- 
field, in u letter to Warden Hale, said : 
"In relation to the condition ot. John 
Moore, I will say that he is in the third 
or last stage of consumption, and can 
live but a short time." The warden cer- 
tified to the eovernor the same fact, and 
the board :of directors telegraphed the 
jjo'ernor that they witbdrow all opposi- 
tion to tho petition. Jlooie will ba re- 
moved to Fresno today, if he can etand 
the trip, and will pass his last momenta 
on earth with hiB relatives and frieude.

The audience iu the Advent church 


last night waa not as large as it should 
have been, and that sacredueas which 
aeeiufl to permeate the atmosphere of a 
place of worsh.p prevented the 300 inter- 
ested liatrnera from appUndiag or other- 
wise encouraging the lecturer until tha 
conclusion of bis remarks. Bat he tffts 
complimented by the fact that every 
man. woman and child hung intently 
uponhis words for two hours aad ware 
willing to wait longer if necessary. 


"f am not in favor of assassinating 


anybody," beuan the speaker, "not eveu 
the Russian Czar, but if 1 were f*ce to 
face with my clients, the Nihilists, of 
whom I have been the advocate for sev- 
eral yeaie, I would advise them not to 
kill the Czar until tbey could kill oue 
every diiy, because czars should not l»9 
killed by retail." 


R&v. DeWitt Talmage, who waa the 


..nest of the Czar several years ago, 
made known his opinion to an inter- 
viewer on hie return that in his judg- 
ment the covemment of Hqas'a ia tha 
best possible government for that couu- 
try, and that the Czttr is the best possi- 
ble raior. There are countries in Europe 
which do not pereacutA the Jews, which 
do not flog men aud women with the 
knout, which do nut deny the trial by 
jury or keep tho horrora of Siberia on 
tap ior their aiibjeute, and even some of 
tbeae countries are not regarded as thu 
beat possible Governments or their rulers 
the beet possible rulers. 


From the moment that the American 


Declaration of Independence was pro- 
mulgated no oligarchy, no monarchy has 
been Bate, and uearlr all tho great" gov- 
ernments of the world since that time 
have been changed. They have thrown 
off the assumption of the divine right of 
kiQgs and have confessed the steward- 
ship of the people. Bat in Russia there 
yet liugerd a govercmfiitwithouthuiuan- 
ity and without pit?, a merciless and 
limitless rule of 
an 
autocrat 
that 


acknowledges no riehtnof the people that, 
ii government is bound to res pect. 


The speaker next referred to the rx- 


traoHlinary terma of inliraacy which 
have existed fnr eome years past between 
the United States aud Russia. He spoke 
of the diplomatic wine parties in Wash- 
ington, in which tho health of the Czar 
hail been toasted, and*of the visit of the 
high American oilicials to St. Petersburg, 
where, aftflr drinking the Czar's health, 
the glafSQB were broken aud thrown 
into thfl waste baskets because the heati h 
of the Russian autucrat waa so eatired 
that it was deemed profanation to drink 
anv other healths oat of them. 
la pursuance of this intimacy the 


United States senate culy within thii 
week ratiQed a 
treaty 
whereby the 


United States government agrees with 
Russia to tenderly and 
affectionately 


exchange accused pert one of their re- 
spective nationalities. Every American 


itizen should feel indignant and humili- 


ated because of that treaty. 


The police regulations of the Russian 


empire were read by the lecturer. Th°y 
provide for an nlmost inconceivable sys- 
tem of espionage. JJvoruiks or spies are 
placed at the doore of all hotels, lodging 
houses and other places whose duty it is 
to report immediately to the police any 
unlawful assemblage. An unlawful as- 
eemblage IB defined by the Russian law 
as a gathering of three or more persons 
in a secret manner, or openly where the 
affairs of the government are discussed. 
To ha BOB petite d of not loving the Czar is 
to be condemned. 


The subject in Russia baa no rights. 


If ho is suspected he is arrested and sent 
to rot ia a Siberian dungeon. 


Everyone must havn a passport ia 
llama and wh«n he stops at a hotel he 
mupt deliver it to the landlord for the 
iaap3etion of tho police and the land- 
lord

dnnartnrJ'H within twelve bnnrs. 


In 1830 tbe Cz'ir proclaimed with a 


great flourish of trumpets to the civi- 
lized world that he had extendfti to his 
pnbjectfl the right of trial by jury, but 
this wes ft urim Muscovite joke. When 
Vem Sapsolich shot and killed Tripoff 
the mini and brutal chief of police of St 
I'etersburR B!IB waa Riven s trial by jurr 
find was scquitted, but the C/-tr immed- 
ia'ely ordered her arrest and punish- 
ment. 
Rhft rnanflgFd, however, to es- 


cape in disgniee. 


The wronge of nmittea Po'and were 


fenlimtly portrayed. In 18G2 Polandre- 
volted fnr lihertysnd the Czar gave the 
order, "Rpdur« Poland to oshef," snd it 
was done. Three handred and fifty 
thousand Poles expiat-d with theirlivoa 
their de-iire for liberty, aud 450,000 were 
Bent to Siberia. 


Tho Russian prisons am a diReraee to 


civilization. They reek with filth and 
abominable odors, snd 75 per cent of the 
prisoners die of innaiiUy or by tbeir own 
hands. Most of those prisoners are ab- 
solutely innocent, and are from the 
ranks of th« most noble und intelligent 
in the empire. On a certain occasion, 
when fifty persona were arranted on sus- 
picion of not being satis6ed with the 
government, 1000 witnesses were placed 
in solitary confinement, and of that 
number 200 died of insanity or disease 
contracted in the filthy dungeons, and

The First War Corresiuimlents. 


In a sense Julius Ciesar was n. war cor- 


resiioiidenfc, only ho did not send his 
"commentaries" piecemeal from the 
"theater of war," but indited thorn at 
his leisure in tho subsequent peacetime. 
Tho old Swedish Intelligencer of tho 
Gustavus Adolphus period was genuine 
war correspondence, published indeed 
tardily compared with our news of to- 
day, bnt nevertheless fresh from the 
scene of action, full of disrinctivtmess, 
quaint and racy beyond compare. 


The first modem war correspondent 


professionally commissioned and paid 
by a newspaper was Mr. G. L. Urnne- 
isen, a well kuowu literary man, only re- 
cently dead, who was sent to Spam by 
Tho Morning Post with the ''Spanish 
Legiou," which Sir do Lacy Evans com- 
manded io 1837 iu the service of the 
queen of Spain. But this new departure 
was not followed up, and no English 
paper was represented in the great bat 
ties of tho first and second Puujaub 
wars.—Archibald Forbes iu Century.

of :iOOO tons pt grapes. In Los Gatae 
they paid from $S to $12 G ton for 
trapee. The number of hnnda necessary 
to operate a plant of this capacity would 
be. abont twenty. Of these BIS or seven 
would be men to work tbe machinery, 
and the remainder girls, to do the can- 
ning. It may easily be seen from thie 
that such a factory would distribute 
considerable money among oar people 
from the very beginning. 


It is certain tbet grape syrup wilt rap- 


idly come iuto general OEO, and the 
capacity of ths plant will have to ha in- 
creased from year to ye.ir to meet the 
ever increasing demand. None who may 
get an opportunity to try this delicious 
eyrup will doubt for a moment that i 
will not compete niicceBafutly with tb 
highest gradea of other kinds.
